PREFATORY 


The numerous centenaries and similar anniversaries coming on within the 
next few years necessarily are engendering an increasing interest in the early 
history of this province. If examples are necessary, reference need only be 
made to the centenary of the incorporation of Toronto, which is being celebrated 
in 1934 and the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the coming of the 
United Empire Loyalists, also in 1934. 


This heightened interest in things historical has resulted in an increased 
demand for original documents, especially local municipal records. With a 
view partially to meet the demand for this type of source material this Depart- 
ment has interrupted the publication of the Upper Canada Land Books and is 


presenting the Minutes of the Court of Quarter Sessions of the Home District 
from 1800 to 1811. 


The value of these records may be realized when it is known that the Court 
of Quarter Sessions to all practical purposes, alone provided for the local govern- 
ment of Upper Canada until the Act of Union. The town meetings, when held, 
had some prerogatives but these were few and their functions were in many 
cases performed by the Court of Quarter Sessions. 


The Home District in 1800 extended from the township of Murray in the 
East to Beverly in the West (see Appendix, page 206), thus the minutes of the 
Sessions printed here provide a complete cross section of the municipal govern- 
ment of a large part of Upper Canada prior to 1811. 


Although the aim of this report has been to present an exact copy of the 
manuscript, certain problems required special treatment. The writer used many 
dashes and flourishes which clearly were intended for periods or commas and 
they have been substituted. Other punctuation and capitalization have not 
been altered. The writer also used a sign for ‘“‘per’’ which is not given in modern 
monotype founts and an italic ‘“‘p’’ has been substituted. Mis-spelled words 
are given as in the original followed by [sic] in all cases which might be construed 
by the reader as errors of proof-reading. It was thought unnecessary, however, 
to burden the text with interpolations where the spelling is obviously phonetic 
or a slip of the pen. Where the manuscript has reference to other pages, the 
page on which the item appears in this report is substituted as the reference 
to a manuscript page would be meaningless. Proper names, which appear in 
many different forms, e.g., Philip Klinger is often given as Clinger, are printed 
as in the manuscript while attention is drawn to the various forms in the index.

V, relating to the 
Home district. 


An Act for the better DIVISION of this Province. 


[The Royal Assent to this Act was promulgated by Proclamation, 
bearing date January first, in the year of Our Lord One thousand eight 
hundred, and fortieth of His Majesty’s Reign.| 


For the better Division of this Province; Be it enacted by the King’s 
Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Council and Assembly of the Province of Upper Canada, 
constituted and assembled by virtue of and under the authority of an 
Act passed in the Parliament of Great Britain, intituled, “An Act to 
repeal certain parts of an Act passed in the fourteenth year of His 
Majesty’s Reign, intituled, ‘“An Act for making more effectual pro- 
vision for the Government of the Province of Quebec in North America, 
and to make further Provision for the Government of the said 
Province,’ and by the authority of the same, .. . 


XIX. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That the 
Townships of Murray, Cramahe, Haldimand, Hamilton, Elnwick [sic], 
Percy and Seymour, with the Peninsula of Newcastle, do constitute 
and form the County of Northumberland. 


XX. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
the Townships of Hope, Clarke, and Darlington, with all the tract of 
land hereafter to be laid out into Townships, which lies to the south- 
ward of the small Lakes above the Rice Lake, and the communication 
between them and between the eastern boundary of the Township of 
Hope, and the western boundary of the Township of Darlington, pro- 
duced north sixteen degrees west, until they intersect either of the said 
Lakes, or the communication between them, shall constitute and form 
the County of Durham. 


XXI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
the Townships of Whitby, Pickering, Scarborough, York, including its 
peninsula, Etobicoke, Markham, Vaughan, King, Whitchurch, 
Uxbridge, Gwillimbury, and the tract of land hereafter to be laid out 
into Townships, lying between the Counties of Durham and the Lake 
Simcoe, do constitute and form the East Riding of the County of York. 


XXII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
the Townships of Beverly and Flamborough, the latter divided into 
Flamborough East and West, so much of the tract of land upon the 
Grand River in the occupation of the Six Nation Indians, as lies to the 
northward of Dundas street, and all the land between the said tract and 
the East Riding of the County of York, with the reserved lands in the 
rear of the Townships of Blenheim and Blanford, do constitute and 
form the West Riding of the County of York. 
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XXIII. And be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
Matchedash, Gloucester, or Penetangueshine, together with Prince County 
Danie F 5 of Simcoe. 
William Henry’s Island, and all the land lying between the Midland 
District and a line produced due north from a certain fixed boundary 
(at the distance of about fifty miles north-west from the outlet of 
Burlington Bay) till it intersects the northern limits of the Province, 
do constitute and form the County of Simcoe. 


XXIV. And be it furcher enacted by the authority aforesaid, That Perens 
the Counties of Northumberland, Durham, York, and Simcoe, do 


constitute and form the Home District.
